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When  a  ^^chool  has  attained  to  a  ripe  old  age,  traditions  inevitably'  gather 
and  are  perpetuated.  As  Baylor  grows  hoary  with  years  various  traditions 
grew  to  accented  proportions.  The  Literary  Societies  make  np  the  greatest 
tradition  of  the  University. 

We  may  ascribe  many  causes  for  the  growth  of  Baylor,  but  perhaps  none 
have  so  materially  contributed  to  her  growth  as  the  four  literary  societies.  Be- 
fore there  was  a  college  spirit,  the  literary  society  spirit  was  vigorous  and 
rampant.  One  may  say  that  Baylor  Avas  coincident  with  her  literary  societies. 
So  predominating  was  this  spirit  that  there  was  no  room  for  college  class  spirit 
until  about  the  seccnid  decade  of  the  new  century. 

It  was  more  than  three  score  years  ago  that  these  societies  were  chartered, 
and  probably  fifteen  thousand  men  and  women  have  been  trained  in  them 
since.  The  Philomathesian  and  Erisophian  for  boys  and  the  K.  C.  B.  and  Cal- 
liopean  for  girls  have  made  a  premier  contribution  of  the  lawyers,  statesmen, 
preachers,  missionaries  and  professions  of  Texas.  There  is  pi'obably  not  a 
state  in  the  Union  or  a  nation  on  the  globe  that  has  not  heard  of  these  literary 
societies. 

Organized  for  the  specific  jmrpose  of  fashioning  men  and  women  for  effi- 
cient ser-vice  among  their  fellows,  a  retrospect  of  the  success  of  the  history  of 
these  gr-eat  organizations  cannot  fail  to  impress  the  accomplishment  of  that 
purpose.  With  such  a  history  and  with  the  j>ressing  need  of  the  present,  the. 
societies  will  go  on  fulfilling  the  mission  set  forth  by  the  founders.

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Among  the  mauy  representative  organizations  in  Bavlor  there  is  one  in 
particular  which  is  of  si>ecial  impor-tance,  due  to  its  Aital  relation  to  the  suc- 
cess of  all  the  oratorical  contests,  and  intersociety  debates  in  and  out  of  the 
University.  The  Oratorical  Association  is  composed  of  twenty-two  carefully 
chosen  men  from  each  of  the  twt)  Literary  Societies.  These  men  are  neces- 
sarily leaders  in  the  respective  societies  because  of  the  importance  of  their 
duties.  It  is  in  this  body  that  all  strategic  plans  are  laid  out  by  which  one 
society  might  lia\e  an  equal  advantage  with  the  other,  and  that  Biaylor's  inter- 
collegiate rejaesentatives  might  be  given  every  fair  advantage  to  win  from 
their  opponents. 

First  among  the  intersociety  contests  comes  the  Extemporaneous  Debate. 
Each  Society  is  rejjresented  by  a  team  of  two  members  who  are  r-equired  to 
prepare  both  sides  of  the  (juestion  not  knowing  their  side  until  fifteen  minutes 
before  the  debate  connnences.  The  team  winning  the  contest  this  year  repre- 
sented Baylor  in  an  intercollegiate  debate  with  Simons  College. 

Shortly  after  the  Christmas  holidays  comes  the  Connally  Debate.  The 
Societies  are  here  represented  by  three  debaters  each  and  it  differs  further 
from  the  Extemp<»  in  that  it  is  a  contest  for  individual  honors.  The  one  who 
wins  first  ])lace  receives  a  prize  of  fifty  dollars  in  gold  from  Hon.  Tom  Con- 
nally of  Marlin.  The  si)eakers  winning  first  and  second  [)laces  repreisented 
Baylor  against  Wake  Forest  College,  Wake  Forest,  N.  C. 

Last  year  there  was  an  innovation  in  Baylor  debating  circles  in  the  form 
of  a  debate  between  the  two  women's  Societies — the  Calliopeans  and  the  K. 
C.  B.'s.  Til  is  contest  is  known  as  the  Naraan  Debate,  taken  from  the  name 
of  the  donor  of  the  prize — a  fifty  dollar  watch. 

The  last  debate  of  the  year  is  the  June  Debate  between  the  p]risophian  and 
Philomathesian  Societies  which  occurs  during  Commencement.  In  addition 
to  these  there  are  held  every  year  the  local  Peace,  Prohibition  and  Prelimin- 
ary Oratoiical  Contests,  the  winners  of  which  represent  Baylor  in  the  state 
contests.

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THE  LARIAT 

The  Lariat  is  a  four-page,  six-column  weekly  newspaper  and  is  one  of  the 
best  college  weeklies  in  the  states.  It  contains  accounts  of  general  activities 
in  the  University  life  and  also  personal  neA\-s  of  members  of  the  student  body. 
The  paper  is  managed  by  members  of  the  student  body  Avho  are  elected  to  their 
position  in  the  general  student  election  held  every  spring.  The  editor  and 
manager  are  responsible  to  the  Student  Self-Government  Association  for  its 
policies  and  management.  Every  student  in  the  University  receives  the  paper 
without  charge,  a  part  of  the  blanket  tax  paid  by  each  student  being  used  for 
this  purpose. 

THE  ROUND-UP 

The  Round-L'p  is  the  annual  year-book  of  the  University  published  by  the 
Senior  Class.  Tlie  editor  and  manager  are  also  elected  by  the  student  body 
although  both  must  \>e  Senifn-s,  receiving  their  nomination  from  their  class. 
The  Annual  is  a  well-managed  and  handsomely  bound  volume  containing 
pictures  of  the  meml>ers  of  the  classes  and  various  other  organizations  and  also 
giving  a  complete  record  of  the  College  year  in  all  its  phases  such  as  the  ath- 
letic, oratorical,  and  social  actirities.  In  both  content  and  appearance  the 
book  will  comjiare  favorably  with  those  of  other  and  larger  universities. 

THE  BULLETIN 

The  Baylor  Bulletin  is  the  official  iJublication  of  the  University  pub- 
lished bi-monthly  and  edited  by  the  faculty.  Among  the  numbers  i>ublished 
during  the  year  may  be  found  the  annual  catalogue,  announcements  concern- 
ing the  courses  of  study,  and  articles  contributed  by  members  of  the  faculty 
and  other  ^Titers  on  educational  subjects.

MANAGER  MILLER 


Baylor's  1918  football  team  was  a 
powerful  machine  with  a  varded  career.  After 
the  victoT-T  over  Texas  Univei'sity,  it  looked 
as  if  ererything-  was  going  our  way,  but  be- 
fore the  season  ended  we  saw  some  of  the 
weaker  teams  of  tlie  state  get  our  goat. 

At  the  beginning-  of  the  season  it  was 
generally  believed  that  Texas  football  would 
be  below  par.  Mauy  of  the  best  men  from 
all  the  schools  were  under  the  colors — their' 
training  table  was  in  a  mess  shack  and  their 
gridiron  was  the  drilling  ground.  The  out- 
look for  fotball  was  discouraging,  and  the 
fans  were  not  expecting  much  from  any  of 
the  schools.  But  conditions  improved.  The 
sevei-al  coaches  of  the  different  schools  found 
good  material  that  liad  heretofore  been  over- 
looked, and  the  fans  were  i^ermitted  to  see 
football  of  a  high  grade.  Baylor,  as  in  former 
years,  contributed  a  large  part  to  the  sport. 

Baylor  ojiened  the  season  in  Waco  with  a  grnne  against  Howard  Payne 
and  succeeded  in  defeating  them  17  to  0.  This  game  enabled  the  coaches  to 
find  the  weak  places,  and  work  was  begun  in  earnest  for  the  coming  battles 
against  the  stronger  teams  of  the  state. 

The  Bears  made  their  annual  trip  to  the  Dallas  Fair  and  won  over  Trinity 
by  a  score  of  55  to  0. 

Octoljer  20th  found  the  team  in  on  edge  for  the  game  with  Okla.  A.  &  M. 
on  Carroll  Field.  Everything  looked  good  for  an  all  Southwestern  team  when 
the  final  score  was  IT  to  0. 

Next  in  line  was  the  Simmons  game,  which  proved  to  be  a  walkover,  with 
the  final  score  lO:*  to  0. 

On  October  ;>rd  the  Long  Horns  journeyed  from  Austin  and  the  battle 
took  place  at  the  Cotton  Palace.  Capt.  Jack  Roach  kicked  a  per-fect  placekick 
from  the  35-yard  line  and  won  the  game  against  our  old  time  rival.  Neither 
team  was  able  to  make  a  touchdown,  the  score  being  3  to  0.  All  Baylor  from 
Prexy  to  Arch  rejoiced  again  and  now  November  3rd  is  a  red  letter  day  in 
Bayh)r  as  is  October  28th  of  last  year. 

After  this  game  things  went  differently  for  us.  Whether  it  was  over  con- 
fidence, the  "jinx,"  or  what  not,  the  results  were  the  same.  After  a  hard  fight, 
Texa.s  A.  &  M.  went  home  with  the  big  end  of  a  7  to  0  score. 

The  surj>rise  of  the  season  came  on  November  17th  when  the  game  with 
S.  M.  U.  ended  with  a  0  to  0  score. 

The  next  week  at  Georgetown  against  Southwestern,  the  Bears  played 
true  to  old  time  for-m  and  won  by  a  score  of  26  to  0. 

The  season  ended  with  the  game  in  Fort  Worth  against  T.  C.  U.  Another 
surprise  wa.s  spning  when  the  final  score  stood  34  to  0  in  favor  of  the 
Christians.  Thus  the  season  of  1918  was  a  varied  one;  we  were  both  the  con- 
queror and  the  conquered.  At  the  close  of  the  season  six  of  the  star  players 
went  to  take  their  places  under  the  colors.

Seldom  have  prospects  been  brighter  for  a 
championship  team,  since  Baylor  last  held  that 
coveted  title,  than  they  were  in  basketball  at  the 
beginning  of  the  1918  season.  Captain  Spencer 
was  back  with  two  other  lettered  men,  Wiebusch 
and  Morrow,  together  with  a  wealth  of  men  from 
academies,  high  schools  and  junior  colleges.  In- 
juries, however,  coupled  with  sickness  proved  the 
undoing  of  all  Baylor's  hopes  for  a  winning  team. 

The  real  season  was  prefaced  with  a  game 
with  Decatur  College.  The  boys  from  the  junior 
school  invaded  our  gymnasium,  won  the  victory, 
and  strange  to  say,  did  so  by  a  score  identical  with 
that   of   the   previous  year. 

Immediately  after  the  defeat  by  Decatur  the 
Bears  opened  the  season  with  a  game  against 
Texas  U.  on  the  outdoor  court  in  Waco.  The 
three  days'  practice  between  these  first  two  games 
had  wrought  a  wonderful  change  in  the  appear- 
ance, team-work  and  aggressiveness  of  the  Baylor 
quintet.  As  a  result,  Texas  took  her  second  de- 
feat, in  athletics,  at  the  hands  of  Baylor,  in  about 
two  months  time. 

The  day  after  the  Texas  game  S.  M.  U.  came  to  ^^'aco,  remained  a  few  hours  between 
cars,  and  returned  to  Dallas  with  the  weighty  end  of  a  basketball  score  which  had  been 
chalked  up  on  the  Baylor  court.  It  was  in  this  game  that  the  Bears  demonstrated  that  they 
were   an   "in   and   out"  squad. 

In  the  return  game  against  State,  Baylor  again  seemed  to  be  "out"  in  a  loosely  officiated 
game,  and  Texas  took  sweet  revenge  for  her  previous  humbling  by  the  Bears. 

The  Baylorites  were  "in"  the  first  day  A.  &  M.  came  to  Waco,  and  trounced  their  op- 
ponents in  a  fast  and  spirited  game.  But  the  Farmers  reversed  the  order  of  the  scoring  on 
the  second   day  of  their  stay. 

After  the  second  A.  &  M.  game  the  trouble  began.  "Wiebie"  could  not  appear  in  one 
game  because  of  an  injured  foot  and  in  another  on  account  of  a  wrenched  shoulder.  Morrow 
was  out  of  condition  and  could  appear  in  the  line-up  only  a  few  times.  Brister  and  Spencer 
were  both  favored  with  "charley-horses,"  and  Robinson  and  Porter  missed  the  last  road  trip 
due  to  la  grippe  and  mumps  respectively.  "Never  in  my  life  have  I  seen  a  team  of  any  kind 
so   completely   shot  to   pieces,"    Coach    Mosely   was   heard   to   say   near   the   close   of   the   season. 

Although  their  prospects  were  blighted,  the  Bears  never  lost  their  fighting  spirit,  and  in 
the  remaining  games,  consisting  of  two  with  A.  &  M.,  two  with  Rice,  four  with  Simmons,  one 
with  Okla.  A.  &  M.,  one  each  with  T.  C.  U.  and  S.  M.  U.,  their  opponents  were  kept  on  the 
move;  and  at  no  time  were  they  badly  beaten  except  in  the  two  games  with  Rice  and  the  last 
one  with    S.   M.    U. 

In  the  last  analysis  the  basketball  season  of  1918,  with  its  many  defeats  and  few  victories, 
must  be  adjudged  a  successful  one.  Texas  and  A.  &  M.  each  were  beaten  for  the  first  time 
in  several  seasons.  It  taught  Brister,  Robinson,  White,  and  Hill — all  new  lettered  men  of 
the  year — Mosly's  "game."  These  men,  under  the  leadership  of  Captain  Wiebusch  and  the 
direction   of   Coach   Moslv,   give   promise   of   a   winning  team   in    1919.

Baylor's  soccer  team  this  year 
with,  two  exceptions  was  composed 
mostly  of  men  entirely  new  at  the 
game  as  the  war  and  other  causes 
took  away  what  other  old  men  were 
in  school.  In  fact  the  probabilities 
of  any  sort  of  a  team  looked  doubtful 
at  first,  but  Captain  DeBvitto  and 
Manager  Culpepper  set  to  work  with 
a  will  and  succeeded  in  rounding  up 
a  bunch  of  players  from  which 
emerged  a  team  that  drew  praise  and 
fa\oiable  comment  from  all  its  op- 
ponents. At  the  first  giimi>se  the 
record  of  the  team  is  not  at  all  good, 
but  when  you  remember  that  with  a 
single  exception  all  the  games  were 
against  older  men  who  have  been 
playing  soccer  practically  all  their 
liv^^s,  whereas  our  ])layers  were  at  it 
for  the  first  time,  then  the  record  of  five  games  lost,  one  tied  and  one  won, 
explains  itself. 

The  season  opened  with  a  i»ractice  game  early  in  the  fall  with  the  soldiers 
of  Camp  MacArthur.  The  team  here  was  not  yet  well  organized  and  lOvSt  G  to 
0.  In  the  next  game  with  Sear.s-Koebuck  on  home  grounds,  the  Bears 
strengthened  and  seemingly  out]>layed  tlieii-  oi»])onents,  though  they  were  un- 
able to  score  and  Seroco  was  al)le  to  slip  2  by  them. 

A  couple  of  weeks  after  the  holi- 
days the  "bunch"  jonrneyed  to  Dallas 
lo  meea  team  of  Scotchmen  known  as 
the  "Atliletics."  Here  Baylor  was  up 
against  a  moi-e  exi>erienced  aggregatioTi 
and  lost  :{  to  0.

Sears-Koebuck  at  Dallas  was  the 
next  game  and  the  experience  Baylor 
had  been  jncking  up  showed  itself.  The 
entii-e  game  was  nij)  and  tnck  on  scor- 
ing, bnt  liayloi-  outclassed  the  Seroco 
re|nesen1atives  throughout.  Score  2  to 
2.  Then  A.  &  M.  came  to  Waco  on 
March  1st  and  Baylor,  for  the  first  time 
u])  against  a  college  team,  deunmstrated 
Avhat  they  could  do  and  came  ott'  with 
an  easy  :5  to  0  victory  as  a  fitting  end 
to  the  season.

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Only  a  small  squad  responded  to 
Coach  Mosely's  call  to  practice  during 
the  last  week  in  February.  Hindered 
almost  daily  by  inclement  weather,  the 
Bears  nevei*  really  showed  signs  of  bav- 
in the  stiffness  worked  out  until  the 
latter  part  of  March.

"Jupiter  Pluvius"  prevented  the  Bears  from  trying  for  a  win  over  the 
Trinity  Tigei-s  on  the  fir.st  day  of  the  series.     The  second  day,  the  B«irs  won. 

The  Mustangs  from  Dallas  invaded  Carroll  Field,  and,  aided  by  good 
pitching  and  the  "breaks."  annexed  two  games  on  the  Sth  and  !)tli  of  April. 

On  April  12th,  the  Horned  Frogs  defeated  the  Hears  on  the  T.  C.  U. 
field,  in  a  shut-out  game. 

WTiat  the  outcome  of  the  season  will  be  is  very  hai-d  to  prophesy,  but 
hopes  are  brightening  daily.  The  team  has  been  greatly  reorgani7/ed  and 
present  indications  are  that  there  will  be  a  great  improvement  before  the 
season  closes.

The  need  for  athletics  for  women  is  being  realized  more  and  more  since 
women  are  being  called  to  fill  the  places  of  men  in  various  industries. 
Baylor,  ever  mindful  of  the  needs  of  her  students,  therefore,  offers  many 
opportunities  for  young  women  to  make  themselves  physically  fit  for  all 
places  in  life.  Physical  education  is  taught  under  the  supervision  of  Miss 
Adelaide  Muecke,  using  the  Swedish  system  of  folk  dances  and  other  exer- 
cises. Corrective  work  is  emphasized,  making  the  object  of  the  course 
health  and  neuro-muscular  economy,  whereby  the  highest  state  of  efficiency 
is  obtained.  This  work  is  required  of  all  first  year  girls,  but  many  others 
take  it  for  the  practical  good  to  be  gained. 

Tennis  and  basketball  are  the  main  sports,  but  indoor  baseball  and 
volley  ball  also  are  becoming  popular.  Each  year  "B's"  are  awarded  to 
the  best  players  coming  up  to  a  certain  standard  in  their  all-round  work. 

This  year  a  new  phase  of  athletics  for  girls  has  been  introduced  into 
Baylor — that  of  track  work.  The  girls  use  the  track  on  Carroll  Field  and 
are   obtaining  splendid    results   from   this   training. 

Miss  Muecke  is  aided  by  Misses  Lura  Bess  Birdwell  and  Ruby  East 
who  act  as  student  assistants.

Foreword: 

^^^^^^HE  followiug  historical  dissertation — Avhieh  some  may  see  fit  to  call 
m  C\  a  medley- — is  simply  a  compilation  of  ascertained  facts.  The  com- 
^^  J  piler  wishes  to  insert,  jnst  here,  gratefnl  acknowledgements  of  the 
^^^  inestimable  assistance  rendered  him  by  the  Messrs.  Drs.  C.  D.  John- 
son and  li.  L.  Harris,  whose  intimate  affiliation  with  this  institntion  for  the 
past  generation  or  two  has  given  them  inside  dope  on  the  chronological  facts 
pertaining  to  the  growth  and  conditions  prevailing  here  which  others  with 
equal  intellects  would  never  be  able  to  ascertain.  Fui-ther  aciinowldegements 
are  made  of  the  indispensable  reference  library,  which  for  this  particular 
piece  of  work,  probably  has  not  an  equal  in  the  ^>outh ; — -a  fact  which  will  grow 
on  you  as  yon  continue  to  i-ead  the  following  ( Si)eaking  of  Ancient  History). 

With  these  few  remarks  let  us  begin  on  this  wise:  Jupiter  sent  his  favorite 
son,  Apollo,  to  the  earth  to  make  a  sjtecial  study  of  the  herbs  which  grew 
thei-eon.  Apollo,  who  a  few  centuries  later,  was  ranked  as  the  (iod  of  Medicine 
by  the  council  of  ()lymi)us.  was  a  rare  chajy  with  great  intellect,  keen  obser- 
vaticm,  and  dogmatic  iiersistency.  He  wandered  over  the  earth  for  many  years, 
living  on  the  ditt'erent  forms  of  ])lant  life  which  he  found ;  studying  their 
habit,  growth,  culture;  and  especially  their  physiological  afl'ects  ui)on  animals. 

One  day  he  espied  a  small  rift  of  white  cloud  floating  as  if  lost;  blown  at 
random,  it  turns  by  wanton  Eurus,  boisterous  Acpiilo,  hurricaneous  boreas, 
and  gentle  Zei)hyrus.  I'erceiving  a  lack  of  coordination  in  the  movements 
of  the  uncertain  mass  of  vapors,  his  [)rofessional  intellect  suggested  a  cerebel- 
lar distuibance.  He  immediately  disjiatdied  two  t)f  his  most  speedy  attendants 
to  jirotler  assistance  to  the  struggling  Heck.  They  reached  the  cloud  in  a 
negative  time,  and  returned  with  it  with  like  sjteed,  reaching  Aiiollo  a  full 
twelve  months  before  they  had  started.  This  was  the  first  oi)portUTiity  Apollo 
had  had  to  administer  his  crude  drugs  to  an  ill  being.  Numbers  of  these  he 
tried  in  rai)id  succe.s.sion ;  but  seemingly  to  no  avail.  At  frequent  intervals 
there  arose  from  the  cloud  disti^essing  cries  entreating  Apollo  to  make  haste. 
This  he  did  until  all  of  his  drugs  had  been  tried;  and  witlumt  any  obvious  re- 
sults. The  ])laintive  cries  from  the  restless  cloud  grew  in  intensity  and  jKithos 
until  the  strong  god  could  no  longer  endure  it.  In  a  tit  of  anger  and  disap- 
pointment he  cast  all  of  his  drugs  in  a  vast  he;ip.  Instantly  there  arose  from 
the  mass  a  veil  of  dense  smoke  which  comi)letely  envelo])ed  the  moaning 
cloud.  Apollo's  first  impulse  was  to  flee  the  di.s;ipj)ointing  scene  and  return 
to  Olympus;  but  the  ethics  of  his  profession  would  not  permit  him  to  leave  his 
patient  until  all  pain.s  had  been  alleviated.  So  he  renmined,  seated  on  a  huge 
stone  overlooking  a  vast  plain.  Alas!  when  he  had  most  resolved  to  give  up 
his  profession  and  the  formei-  honors  which  he  had  won,  there  stepped  forth 
fr()ni  the  cloud,  recovered  and  exultant,  one  whom  Ajtollo  had  seen  once  and 
only  once  before,  the  same  graceful  goddess,  Minei-va,  issuing  from  the  cloud 
in  a  manner  calling  to  his  mind  her  birth,  when  she  stepj^>ed  out  from  the  head 
of  Jupiter,  which  was  split  with  an  ax  by  Jupiter's  son,  Vulcan. 

Encouraged  by  his  remarkable  success  and  the  unprecedented  stride  in 
medical  science,  Apollo  conceived  the  idea  of  founding  an  institution  in  which 
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the  future  iuhabitants  of  the  earth  might  become  proficient  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  drugs  and  the  correction  of  physical  and  mental  disordei's.  In  such 
an  imdertaking  as  this  whom  could  he  hope  to  find  who  would  be  of  greater 
assistance  and  a  more  appropriate  eolaborer  than  his  lately  healed  patient,  the 
goddess  of  \\isdom,  Minerva?  He  laid  before  her  a  masterful  presentation  of 
his  dream.  She,  being  wholly  in  sympathy  with  such  a  project,  avowed  an 
eagerness  to  join  him  in  the  gigantic  undertalving.  Four  score  years  they 
passed  in  secrecy  and  seclusion  perfecting  plans  for  tlie  fulfilment  of  this 
dream.  Among  the  first  questions  which  they  considered  was  that  of  location, 
a  place  of  ideal  climate,  fertile  soil,  a  natural  social,  commercial,  and  indus- 
trial center.  To  have  charge  of  this  particular  phase  of  the  work,  Mercury, 
god  of  the  elements,  was  added  to  the  board  of  constructors,  directors,  and 
tmistees  of  the  future  medical  college.  Immediately  he  donned  his  winged 
sandals  and  cap,  took  up  his  snake-circled  wand,  Caduceus,  and,  leaving  his 
mother.  Maia,  on  Mount  Cyllene,  hastened  swifter  than  Prometheus  ( Fore- 
thougliti  from  horizon  to  horizon  and  from  pole  to  pole.  At  last  he  found  a 
clear,  sjiarkling.  meandering  fiame,  near  the  source  of  which  was  a  garden 
spot  of  sunshine  and  fiowers.  In  this  garden,  vowed  he,  should  be  constructed 
the  mammoth,  massive,  monument  of  steel  and  stone,  standing  still,  stalwart, 
and  stately,  a  sturdy  structure,  in  a  strategic  site,  sig-nifying  stupendous  skill. 

As  soon  as  Apollo  saw  the  chosen  spot  he  recognized  it  as  the  Trinacrian 
where  Ulysses"  men  had  slain  the  son  god's  sacred  cattle,  watched  over  by 
Phaelusa.  From  the  ancient  name  of  this  sunny  clime,  the  limpid  stream  has 
inhented  the  name.  Trinity.  In  the  midst  of  the  river  lay  a  symmetrical,  float- 
ing island,  not  dissimilar  to  the  island,  Delos,  on  which  Apollo  was  born.  Im- 
pressed by  the  suggestion  and  decreed  that  on  this  island  the  cherished  insti- 
tution should  be  erected.  The  island  rapidly  became  peopled;  and  with  the 
pas.sage  of  the  years  and  generations  the  ancient  name,  Delos,  was  modernized 
to  Dallas.  Apollo,  Minei-v^a,  and  Mercury  returned  to  Olympus  to  lay  their 
plans  before  Jupiter  and  the  comicil.  The  outlined  project  was  the  occasion 
of  great  rejoicing  among  the  gcjds,  who  gave  a  feast  in  honor  of  the  god  of 
Medicine  and  the  goddess  of  Wisdom,  thus  signifying  their  unstinted  support 
to  the  realization  of  the  ideal  dream. 

Immediately  after  the  feast  the  ctmncil  called  out  its  entire  host  of  labour- 
ing attendants,  and  hastened  forth  to  earth  to  perfonu  its  task.  Before  the 
evening  came  the  massive  stone  structures  had  been  erected.  The  ends  of  the 
earth  began  to  move  thitherward  foi-  the  purpose  of  gaining  a  knowledge  of 
the  mitigation  of  human  pains.  And  when  the  council  saw  the  work,  that  it 
was  finished  and  good,  they  returaed  to  Olymjnis,  all  save  Balorus,  (assistant 
god  of  Sacrifice  I,  who  gave  his  perfect  body  to  be  studied  in  the  furtherance 
of  the  noble  cause.  For  him  the  institution  was  named.  As  all  things  change 
with  the  years,  so  has  Baloi-us  changed  to  Baylor.

'S  one  nears  the  completion  of  a  college  education,  he  is  naturally  im- 
bued with  a  Tarietv  of  thoughts,  ideas,  intentions  and  ambitions. 
We.  of  the  Senior  Class,  of  Baylor  Medical,  are  in  no  wise  different 
and  it  is  with  utmost  interest  that  we  review  the  impressions  first 
rec-eived  here,  the  varying  changes,  and   look  with  perhaps  a  dreamer's  per- 
spective into  the  future. 

As  Fr-eshmen,  we  came  from  various  parts  of  the  Lone  Star  State  and  the 
South  with  dogged  determination  to  master  the  greatest  and  oldest  of  sciences 
and  thoroughly  convinced  that  we  were  undertaking  a  task  collossal.  This 
first  impression  is  in  no  wise  changed  at  the  pi*esent  writing,  though  there 
were  times,  I  doubt  not,  in  our  Sophomore  and  perhaps  Junior  years  when  we 
had  serious  doubt  as  to  the  I'avings  of  some  of  the  authorities.

ting to  allow  them  to  assist  us  by  carrying  away  pounds  of  meat,  fingers  and 
artistically  ciit  designs  from  the  "Scarf  of  Nature"  \yhich  protects  our  souls 
on  these  mundane  shores.  And  to  the  theological  visitors  we  hesitated  not  to 
explain  even  the  anatomical  location  of  the  soul  and  the  seat  of  thought  and 
aid  these  Pilots  of  the  Starry  Sky  in  making  a  startling  insight  into  the  hu- 
man organism. 

As  Sophomores  we  began  to  feel  the  importance  of  our  scientific  under- 
taking, and  had  instilled  into  our  minds  some  facts  which  must  remain  there 
forever;  and  let  it  be  said  that  we  will  at  least  ever  remember  from  our  Sopho- 
more year,  as  long  as  ''The  Complex  Nutritive  Fluid"  circulates  in  our  bodies 
just  what  a  "Food''  is. 

As  Juniors,  we  were  begiuniug  to  awaken  to  the  fact  that  we  knew  very
